‘Incest’ was kept secret for 
almost 30 years, court hears

three counts of indecent as¬ 


sault against his son appeared 
at Kingston Crown Court on 
Monday 

The offences, which the accused 
denies, allegedly happened at their 
family home in Kingston between 
November 1,1979, and June 1981. 

The man making the allegation, 
who cannot be identified for legal 
reasons, sent his father birthday 
cards every year until 2007 because 
he was scared of arousing suspi¬ 
cion, the court has heard. 

Defence lawyer Roy Brown hand¬ 
ed birthday and Father’s Day cards 
to the jury and challenged the al¬ 
leged victim, who signed with kiss¬ 
es and smiley faces. 

He replied: “You do what you 
need to do to get by and not raise 
suspicion. My mum is very impor¬ 
tant to me, always has been, so I 
didn’t want to inflict or encourage 
any conflict that have led to me hav¬ 
ing a conversation where I revealed 
what had happened.” 

He told the court he vividly re¬ 
membered being sexually abused 
by his father and said it made him 
“resent” and “despise” him 
throughout his adult life. 

He told the court: “It’s not some¬ 
thing I’ve dreamed up or made up 
for any reason or any kind of gain. 
I still see it to this day 

Mr Brown put it to him that it did 
not happen, which he adamantly 
denied. He said: “You feel guilty, 
ashamed, you wonder if people will 
believe you, but the guilt and the 
shame drives the silence. 

“I didn’t think I truly realised it 
for a few years because I think, at 
16,1 was still in a semi-state of de¬ 
nial that it had happened.” 

He told the court he only broke si¬ 
lence when his wife sent his father 


a card in April 2008 and signed his 
name against his wishes. 

He had previously broken all con¬ 
tact with him following an argu¬ 
ment in October 2007 where he 
ended up “toe-to-toe” with his fa¬ 
ther, the court heard. 

His wife told prosecution lawyer 
Kathryn Hirst it was quite a “scary 
fight” between the men and got out 
of hand quickly 

She then claimed he revealed the 
abuse and on June 1,2008, both told 
his mother, who confronted his fa¬ 
ther later that day, the court heard. 

The defendant, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, said: “I 
did no such thing,” the alleged vic¬ 
tim’s wife claimed. 

She added: “It got very surreal at 
that point. He [the father] said ‘you 
know what you were like at that 
age’. 

“I think he said ‘with your porn 
mags’ or something.” 

Detective Sergeant Martin Jones 
read to the court excerpts from the 
police interview with the father. 

During the interview, the father 
said: “How would a boy of that age 
know about all these things? 
That’s why I don’t understand 
where he got it from.” 

He denied all the abuse but said 
he woke up one night and his son 
was lying on top of him. The de¬ 
fendant said the behaviour was so 
strange he would remember it for¬ 
ever. When asked if, as the father 
of a small boy, it should have been 
dealt with immediately, he said 
probably, but he had no idea how. 

The father was due to take the 
stand on Tuesday. 

The trial continues.

NHS to pay off debt before ‘economic tsunami’ 


An “economic tsunami” will 
hit the NHS in Kingston in two 
years, with funding cuts likely, 
it has been warned. 

The Department for Health is 
telling NHS bodies there will 
be zero or negative growth by 
the 2010-11 financial year. 

NHS Kingston said the 


gloomy forecast vindicated its 
past financial decisions, in¬ 
cluding cuts to help pay off a 
£22m debt. 

But it is also pushing ahead 
with more changes, including 
outsourcing its community 
nurses to a private not-for-prof¬ 
it company Your Healthcare, 


due to go live in October. 

David Smith, chief executive 
of NHS Kingston, said: “We 
have got less than two years be¬ 
fore what people are calling 
the economic tsunami arrives. 

“If we don’t do it in that time 
it will get very difficult.” 

NHS Kingston will have paid 


off its £22m debt by the end of 
this financial year, benefiting 
from an annual boost of about 
£6.5m. 

Paying off the debt was 
“absolutely the right strate¬ 
gy”, Mr Smith said.

A Tamil school being investigated for 
financial and governance irregulari¬ 
ties, after complaints it mishandled 
taxpayers’ money, has been given more 
funding by Kingston Council. 

When the investigation began into the 
Institute of Tamil Culture (ITC), which 
runs teaches Tamil at Tolworth Girls 
School, the council said this year’s pay¬ 
ment of £12,989 would be withheld. 

But another £1,000 has since been 
handed over to help keep it solvent. 

A Kingston Council spokesman said: 
“It was agreed back in March/April 
that to avoid the organisation facing 


any cashflow difficulties while the in¬ 
vestigation was ongoing that it would 
receive 1/12 of the grant (approximate¬ 
ly £1,000) in April. This was paid. 

“The investigation is close to comple¬ 
tion and being reported.” 

The ITC is co-operating with the in¬ 
vestigation by the Audit Commission 
which is looking into the accounts and 
financial governance arrangements. 

The £12,989 was part of a three-year 
grant to the ITC.

Security let my son wander off 


A concerned mother has criti¬ 
cised lax security at Chessing- 
ton World of Adventures after 
her four-year-old son was al¬ 
legedly allowed to wander out 
of the park gates unattended. 

Janet Williams, who was at 
the park on May 29, said she 
panicked when she noticed son 
James had disappeared. 

The mother-of-two had 
stopped to buy a backpack for 
him at a kiosk close to the exit 
but, when she turned around, 
he had gone. 

The Wallington resident said: 
“I was screaming for him ev¬ 
erywhere. The first couple of 
minutes when a child goes 
missing are very important so I 
was in a bit of a state.” 

A member of staff said he 
thought the boy had gone to the 
toilet but a few minutes later 
she heard her son’s cries 

He had managed to walk 
through security and into the 
car park, where a woman found

him. She said: “Thank God a 
responsible female found him. 
He could’ve been picked up by 
anyone. He was crying his eyes 
out and I was in a frantic state. 

“The security on the entrance 
is fantastic but it needs to be 
looked at on the exit. 

“I’m very concerned about it. 
He was only gone about four 
minutes but that’s not the 
point. A four-year-old child was 
allowed to walk out of the park 
by himself.” 

A spokesman for Chessington 
said the only possible explana¬ 
tion was he walked out with a 
crowd, although Mrs Williams 
insisted it was quiet when they 
left at about 4pm. 

A spokesman said: “We do 
question children when they 
walk out of the park. I’ve wit¬ 
nessed it myself and that’s how 
staff are trained. I know lone 


children are questioned but we 
can’t question every person 
that walks out the gate. 

“As soon as a child is reported 
missing, staff will implement 
our well-rehearsed procedures 
to reunite the child with the 
family as quickly as possible. 
In this particular case the child 
was not reported missing.” 

The incident happened just 
two days after glamour model 
Katie Price visited the park 
with her children Harvey and 
Princess Tiaamii. 

Security came under fire 
then for a very different reason 
- staff were reportedly “ag¬ 
gressive” in providing person¬ 
al protection for the model. 

Mrs Wiliams said: “I accept it 
was half term and it’s a busier 
time for them but they should 
treat this as a learning curve.”

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Surbiton stays Tory in Euros 
as Boris lends his support 


A whirlwind visit from Boris John¬ 
son to Surbiton last week was 
enough to secure Syed Kamall’s 
seat for the Conservative Party in 
the European elections. 

Mr Kamall, who lives in Berry- 
lands, was re-elected under the 
proportional representation list 
system.

No BNP candidates were elected 
in London. 

Helen Whately, Conservative par¬ 
liamentary candidate for Kingston 
and Surbiton, said: “We can be 
proud our area is putting good peo¬ 
ple into the European parliament.” 

Nationally, Labour suffered its 
worst election results since the 
Second World War, coming in third 
after UKIP, but in London the 
party suffered only a 4 per cent fall 
in votes.

Burglars smashed their way into a 
large charity shop in Tolworth last 
week and may have put on latex 
rubber gloves they found inside to 
steal a safe and smash open a till. 

The Fircroft Trust shop in Ewell 
Road was raided through the 
garage doors at the back of the 
warehouse on Thursday, June 4. 

Police have already told man¬ 
agers Elaine Cook and Evelyn Wal¬ 
lace-Barton they have not found 
any fingerprints. 

Kay Harris, chief executive of 
Fircroft Trust, said: “It is not a mas¬ 
sive amount of goods they have 
taken, but how could you break in 
to a charity shop? It’s incredible. 

“Fortunately there wasn’t a huge 
amount of money in the safe, less 
than £100, but they have taken a set 
of keys so we are going to have to 
change the locks.” 

She said passing trade had been 
lost as a result of the shop being 
shut for a day and repairing the 
doors would cost money 

Co-manager Elaine Cook, who 
has worked at the store for 19 years, 
said: “They are just unbelievable.” 


The charity shop is more of a 
warehouse of bric-a-brac, with tra¬ 
ditional charity shop fare such as 
old videos and paperback books 
surrounded by curios and cheap 
second-hand furniture. 


Two years ago, a set of antique 
furniture linked to the last Tsar of 
Russia was spotted in the shop.

Lock gates plea after muggings 


The man with the plan in 
Kingston, should something 
go horribly wrong, has been 
nominated for a Safer Lon¬ 
don volunteer award. 

Retired project manager 
Douglas Craik has been run¬ 
ning the Incident Support 
Team (ICT) in Kingston for 
six years and will help the 
council if there is a major 
incident such as a flood, fire 
or bomb scare. 

It is believed to be the only 
post of its kind in London, 
and Mr Craik has plans in 
place for emergency rest 
centres across the borough 
that accommodate 300 peo¬ 
ple at a time. 

Although his services have 
not yet been needed, Mr

volunteers have regular 
training so they are pre¬ 
pared. 

It is the first year of the 
Safer London Foundation 
Volunteer Awards and Mr 
Craik is up against 19 other 
finalists for the £1,000 prize.

“It’s just asking for a crime 
to happen.”

Defunct care 
group defiant 
over meeting 


The strange saga of Kingston’s 
patient and social care watch¬ 
dog took another unexpected 
twist, after the supposedly dis¬ 
banded steering group said it 
would hold an annual general 
meeting.

K-Link members sent a letter 
of complaint on Friday to 
Bruce McDonald, chief execu¬ 
tive of Kingston Council, which 
oversees the contract and has 
sided with KCAB in the dispute, 
alleging breach of contract and 
maladministration. 

Sandra Berry, chairman of 
the voluntary steering group, 
said: “What we have realised 
over the past few weeks is the 
stitch-up that has taken place. 

“I’m not saying it was a delib¬ 
erate stitch up but the tender 
documents were changed by 
Kingston Council between the 
draft being approved by us and 
the tender process, and changed

in a severe way in that they re¬ 
moved the independence of the 
Link.” 

The steering group will hold 
its AGM on Monday, June 29, at 
2pm in the United Reformed 
Church, Eden Street, Kingston, 
and is expected to re-elect itself 
for the next year. The Kingston 
Citizen Advice Bureau-backed 
Kingston Link will hold its own 
AGM on July 9. 

Malcolm Alexander, chair¬ 
man of the London Patients’ 
Forum, said the steering group 
had been let down and should 
seek a judicial review of the 
contract. He said: “It’s very dis¬ 
turbing. Kingston is the only 
borough in the country not sup¬ 
ported by a Link. Patients have 
a right to expect their services 
will be properly and effectively 
monitored by the Link.” 

K-Link was launched in July 
2008 with the backing of both 
Kingston’s MPs, Edward Davey 
and Susan Kramer, and an an¬ 
nual budget of £102,000.

Student turns to the 
web to raise £4k fees

A skint student is raking it in 
after developing a website to help 
him pay for his university tuition 
fees. 

At 23, business-minded Spyros 
Pyrgiotis was the youngest person 
accepted on to his MBA course at 
Kingston University, but with no 
job and multiple loan refusals, it 
was looking doubtful he would 
raise the £17,000 fee. 

Desperate that he would not find 
the money before he started his 
course at Kingston University in 
September, Mr Pyrgiotis turned to 
the internet for a way to raise 
cash. 

After researching the business 
market and assessing what was al¬ 
ready out there, he formed the 
Text Page website, which attracts 
advertisers at rock bottom prices. 

He said: “It’s a very basic idea, 
but it’s a very low investment for 
businesses. 

“The hardest part was starting it 
off and convincing people it was a 
good idea and was going to work.” 

Despite his struggle, he had 
20,000 hits in February - the web¬ 
site’s first month. 

The website has now attracted 
between 60,000 and 80,000 hits, 
raising £4,000. 

Mr Pyrgiotis said: “That’s a 
quarter of my university fees 
already. I’m so happy with it. 

“I don’t have any support from 


my parents, I support myself. 

“It’s so hard to follow your 
dreams in this country. I wouldn’t 
be able to go if I didn’t raise this 
money. 

“There’s no other way I could 
have got that money, it’s a massive 
amount.” 

He claims it is the only website 
on the internet which consists of 
100 per cent text and each charac¬ 


ter can be bought for just £1.50. 

Its Facebook page has gathered 
1,249 friends and there is so 
much interest, even Kingston 
University has approached him to 
advertise.

They are known as stand-ups, but some of them sit down and some of 
them stand on chairs. DAVID LINDSELL finds out what’s so funny from stand-up Simon Minty, 
who has restricted growth and dwarfism 


Making disabilities 
a laughing matter 


What qualifies you as an ab¬ 
normally funny person? 

You have to be funny and it helps 
if you have some form of disabili¬ 
ty. We always say we have one 
token non-disabled person. We 
held auditions and picked the fun¬ 
niest people we could find. 

A lot of the acts poke fun at 
their own disabilities. Is hav¬ 
ing a disability funny? 

The one thing we say is just be¬ 
cause you have a disability it does¬ 
n’t mean you have to do jokes 
about disability. Those who do are 
not being vindictive or nasty. They 
are finding the ironies in having a 
disabilities and poking fun at 
themselves. We’re not laughing 
about someone having a disability 
It is more clever than that. 

How do audiences react to 
hearing jokes about disabili¬ 
ties? 

It is mixed. The audience can be a 
bit hesitant to begin with because 
they are not sure if they are al¬ 
lowed to laugh. If disabled people 
are in the audience and they start 


to laugh then people know it is 
OK. Because it is disabled people 
doing the jokes it is empowering 
for the audience. 

Does having a disability give 
you a different or unique view 
of the world valuable for come¬ 
dy? 

There are disabled people who 
aren’t funny who have a unique 
view of the world. It doesn’t mean 
you can tell jokes that other peo¬ 
ple might get. It is about a sense of 
humour that other people don’t 
get. We are first and foremost 
about being funny. 

Do people ever get offended by 
the jokes? 

Some might be shocked and some 
will love someone like Liz Carr, 
who is more edgy. Steve Day is a 
very warm human being. Liam 
O’Carroll, who is blind, is a very 
well-spoken, intelligent person. 

Do disabled stand-up comics 
get anything unique from mak¬ 
ing people laugh? 

Like any comedian it is winning 


the love of the audience. Particu¬ 
larly if there is a mainstream au¬ 
dience, you can see by accident 
they are having their eyes opened 
up or we are teasing them about 
how they react and they are feel¬ 
ing uncomfortable but laughing at 
the same time. We’re not really 
about getting a message across. 

Abnormally Funny People will 
feature at Cabaret Ole. Also ap¬ 
pearing are Unity and Devision, a 
band “with mental and physical 
difficulties”, sign song diva Caro¬ 
line Parker, survivors poetry from 
Razz, Muskaan Wheelchair 
Dancers, magical Wayne Dobson, 
compered by Richard West. There 
are two performances, at 2.30pm 
and 7.30pm, on Saturday June 13, 
at the Performing Arts Centre, 
Kingston Grammar School in Lon¬ 
don Road.

Interview lesson for TV’s apprentices 


Last week, three of Sir Alan’s five would-be appren¬ 
tices were given the stern index finger and the much 
feared two words “You’re fired” after having their in¬ 
terview skills and CVs picked apart. Susan Yallop, a 
Director of recruitment specialist Adecco Group UK 
& Ireland, offers the following advice on how job¬ 
seekers can learn from the mistakes made by each of 
this year’s Apprentice semi-finalists: 

Lorraine - don’t lie on your CV 
It sounds simple and very basic but people continue 
to bend the truth and exaggerate when composing 
CVs. It’s now easier than ever for potential employ¬ 
ers to double-check the validity of the claims on 
your CV - especially basic details such as dates and 


length of service. Lying on a CV gives a poor impres¬ 
sion and can raise doubts with potential employers; 
what’s more if you do secure the job you might then 
find that employers have a higher expectation of 
your abilities than you may be able to deliver. James 
- tailor your CV and use appropriate language 
Take the time to customise your CV to the job you’re 
applying for to showcase your most relevant skills, 
and steer clear of too much industry jargon. James’s 
informal language also let him down. While it’s 
great to show character and stand out from the com¬ 
petition where possible, a CV is a professional docu¬ 
ment and should be written in a formal style. 

Kate - show personality 

Kate’s interview technique was great in 
some 

respects; she was calm, clear, composed 
and calculated with her responses. How¬ 
ever, she struggled to display much of her 
own personality leading interviewers to 
feel she lacked character. Employers are 
always on the lookout for someone who 
can add value to their business, but if an 
interviewer is unable to get anything 
more than formulaic answers it immedi¬ 
ately makes you a less attractive candi¬ 
date. Avoid being robotic; when asked 
personal questions. 

Yasmina - do your homework 
Yasmina quoted financial newspapers in 
her application but was unable to discuss 
them in any depth when questioned. 
While many employers might not re¬ 
search the validity of every point on your 
CV, you should always be prepared for the 
possibility that they will. 

Debra - choose references 
wisely 

While you cannot necessarily expect 
every former colleague to speak glowing¬ 
ly of you, minimise the risk of negative 
feedback to potential employers by choos¬ 
ing referees who will be honest and fair 
but definitely positive. However, much of 
what colleagues are willing to say about 
you will depend on the impression you 
make on them. Your employment depends 
on how you function within your existing 
teams.

Friends’ tearful tribute

Friends and family of a devoted 
football fan who died aged 20 have 
paid tribute to his generous spirit, 
after he donated organs to save the 
lives of three women. 

Michael Hills died on May 14, 
after suffering a blood clot to the 
brain at Harefield Hospital, near 
Uxbridge. 

His generosity was highlighted 
even further when it was revealed 
he was taken off the donor list for a 
new heart weeks before his death. 

The former Richard Challoner 
School pupil, who lived in Surbiton, 
was laid to rest at Our Lady Immac¬ 
ulate Church, Tolworth, last week. 

His tearful mother Nina Hills 
said: “He was going to get the or¬ 
gans but then he ended up giving

the organs.” 

The family is due to meet doctors 
in the coming weeks to find out why 
Michael had been dropped from the 
transplant list after being told he 
was next in line. 

They discovered only days before 


his death he had been off the list for 
eight weeks and claimed the consul¬ 
tants and nurses had no idea why. 
They also want to know why an 
emergency operation on his brain, 
which may have saved his life, de¬ 
spite the risks, was not carried out. 

Michael, who had muscular dys¬ 
trophy, spent many years in and out 
of hospital with heart conditions. 

Michael’s pancreas has been 
given to a 28-year-old mother, his 
kidney to a woman with a 17-year- 
old daughter and his liver to a 31- 
year-old woman. Mrs Hills said: “At 
least part of my son is living.” 

A spokesman from Harefield Hos¬ 
pital said: “We would like to extend 
our sincere sympathies to the Hills 
family following the very sad loss of 
their son.”

The vital work of Oxygen, a Chris¬ 
tian youth charity in Kingston, is 
stretched to the limit due to the re¬ 
cession. 

Oxygen, which runs about 18 
projects a week with more than 300 
young people, aims to give young 
people outside the church the op¬ 
portunity to have some fun and 
find religion. 

It launched in 2001 and now 
counts Sanso, a Korean homework 
club, after-school club RM1 and ID, 
made up of self-esteem workshops, 
among its successful programmes. 

In addition, Oxygen also over¬ 
sees the work of Street Pastors 
Kingston and Sacred Space 
Kingston. 

Much of the charity’s work is 
carried out by its Mind the Gap 
team, which is made up of young 
people who want to take time out 
to learn about themselves and 
God. 

According to an appeal written 
by Oxygen’s office manager, Sarah 
Parker, in the New Malden 
Methodist Church’s newsletter, 
the charity was in danger of end¬ 
ing the financial year £10,000 of 
debt, but managed to claw back 
some cash to break even. 

She writes: “For a relatively new 
charity with no reserves and no fi¬ 
nancial fail-back this would be ter¬ 


minal. Finishing in deficit would 
be the end of Oxygen as it is.” 

Director Richard James admit¬ 
ted the recession has hit the chari¬ 
ty hard, with donations dropping 


significantly since January.

Expect good conduct 


At the age of just 24 Graham Ross, 
the musical director of Kingston 
Choral Society, is already an 
accomplished conductor and 
composer. 

He spoke to Will Gore about the 
society’s upcoming concert, 
receiving rave reviews for his 
latest CD, and taking opera to the 
Middle East. 

Will Gore: You joined KCS as 
musical director last November. 
Are you enjoying the 
experience? 

Graham Ross: Very much so. 

The joy of being a conductor is that 
you get an awful lot of repertoire to 
tackle and KCS give me a fairly 
blank canvas for programming the 
concerts, which is great. 

WG: What do you have planned 
for the June 20 concert? 

GR: It will be my first orchestral 
KCS concert so it gives me the 
chance to get to grips with some 
great choral work. It is the 200th 
anniversary of Haydn’s anniver¬ 
sary this year, so for the concert on 
June 20 we are doing his Nelson 
Mass. We are also doing the Faure 
Requiem but in its original version, 
which Faure is said to have 
preferred. It is an intimate scoring 
without violins. It is not done in 
that way very often, so it is a 
chance to look at a familiar piece in 
a new light. 

WG: How did you get into 
classical music? 

GR: I had a musical upbringing 
and covered lots of repertoire, both 
sacred and secular, as a young 
singer. I then began to compose at

the piano and organ. After taking 
lessons at the Royal College of 
Music (RCM), I went to Cambridge 
and studied music before going 
back to the RCM to do a postgradu¬ 
ate course in orchestral conduct¬ 
ing. I was lucky because 
Cambridge was a fertile ground for 
trying stuff out. There was an 
array of instrumentalists and 
singers at my disposal. 

WG: Do you see yourself 
primarily as a composer or a 
conductor? 

GR: Lots of people say: “Which 
one are you going to focus on?” My 
answer is always that it is very 
much fifty-fifty. At the moment, 
there is lots going on on both fronts 
and they feed into each other. 

WG: You are about to head to 
the Middle East with choirs 


from London. How did the trip 
come about? 

GR: We went to the West Bank in 
2007 for the Palestine Mozart 
Festival, which was set up by two 
friends of mine who run the Choir 
of London. We are going back to do 
a number of performances of La 
Boheme that I’m assisting on. Last 
time we were there we did a gala 
performance of the Mozart 
Requiem with various choirs and 
schools and one entire choir 
missed the performance because 
they couldn’t get through a check¬ 
point. That incident helped keep us 
aware of the meaning of the trip 
and anything you can do to help as 
outsiders trying to unite a troubled 
area is a bonus. 

WG: Your CD, in which you 
conduct the Dmitri Ensemble 
performing James MacMillan’s 
Seven Last Words From The 
Cross, recently received five-star 
reviews. You must be delighted? 

GR: We have had some really nice 
feedback and have been in the clas¬ 
sical charts for three weeks. It is a 
great piece but not well known. I 
would say this but I urge people to 
buy it so they can hear the music 
for themselves.

(ii) A3 Hook Underpass south and westbound from opposite 
a point 100m east of the eastern kerbline of Ashcroft Road 
to the GLA boundary.

SUZUKI’S GRAND VITARA 


The good value, family-friendly 4x4 



You would think from all the doom¬ 
laden talk by industry observers 
that the conventional 4x4 is dead. 
Not so, if the current crop of mod¬ 
els is anything to go by. 

It’s true that the really expensive 
stuff has had to take a drop in 
demand on the chin, but if you 
want a regular, competent, family- 
friendly 4x4 there’s still a lot to 
choose from - and it doesn’t have to 
come with a green oval badge. 

One such car is Suzuki’s Grand 
Vitara. In recent years its appeal 
has been broadened; no longer a 
fringe participant, Suzuki added 
some much-needed polish to its 
Grand Vitara. The end result was a 
car that no longer required a 
lengthy set of conditions alongside 
any tentative recommendation. 

The same is true of today’s model, 
although you might not immediate¬ 
ly notice the car’s newly revised sta¬ 
tus. To say that the exterior changes 
are subtle is something of an under¬ 
statement. That appears to be the 
way Suzuki likes it, though. Let the 
car’s performance do all the talking 


and all that. There’s been an equally 
modest upgrade inside the Vitara’s 
commodious cabin. The car’s cen¬ 
tral console has been changed for 
the better, and the quality of the 
switchgear is a noticeable improve¬ 
ment. Granted, this isn’t stuff that’s 
going to get people clamouring to 
get out of their Range Rovers, but 
the various changes should prove 
attractive when convincing regular 
people with modest budgets. 

For on the road performance, it’s 
hard to fault the current Grand 
Vitara. Suzuki does know a thing or 
two about 4x4s and the Vitara offers

a level of competence that’s hard to 
find elsewhere at this price point. 

By way of marking the introduc¬ 
tion of the revised car, the flagship 
model gains a new 2.4 litre petrol 
unit to replace the previous 2.0 litre 
engine. 

Power is now 166bhp and torque is 
a decent 1681b/ft from an accessible 
3,800rpm. For the average driver 
this should prove more than ade¬ 
quate for all but the most extreme of 
situations. 

Crucially, the on-road experience 
is exceptionally refined. The petrol 
engine’s hushed nature ensures a 


relaxed experience on long motor¬ 
way journeys and the arduous 
stop-start commute. 

Of course, with the Vitara’s 
talents it’s fair to say that the car is 
no pushover off the beaten track 
either. Grip, poise and refinement 
are all top notch when you’re scrab¬ 
bling over rocks or battling with a 
muddy or rutted track. Only now, 
you can do it in a little more luxury 
and, with the 2.4 petrol engine, with 
a bit more oomph. 

As an alternative to a convention¬ 
al family hatch, estate or five-seat 
people carrier, again the Vitara 
scores highly. With its adjustable 
all-wheel drive system it can be 
trundling to school one minute and 
chugging across a soggy, gripless 
field the next, en route to whatever 
weekend activity takes your fancy. 
And for good measure you can do it 
safely while towing a trailer. 

With its combination of a gener¬ 
ous amount of standard equipment, 
in five-door form, a family-friendly 
cabin and load space plus a level of 
competence that easily trumps 


more expensive rivals, Suzuki is 
right to keep the ‘Grand’ in Grand 
Vitara.
